Washingto n, Oct. 19.—A repo rt is­ 
sued by the interstate co mmerce co m­ 
missio n sho ws that the number o f cas­ 
ualties to perso ns o n railro ads in the 
United States during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1904, was 55,130, in­ 
cluding 3,78 7 killed and 51,343 in­ 
jured. This sho ws a large increase. 
The to tal number o f co llisio ns and 
derailments was 11.291, invo lving $9,- 
38 3,077 damage to cars, engines and 
ro adway. 
This is an increase o f 648 
co llisio ns and derailments. 
Fo ur hundred and twenty o f tho se 
killed were passengers, and 3.367 rail­ 
ro ad emplo yes, and o f tho se injured 8,- 
077 were passengers and 43,266 rail­ 
ro ad emplo yes. 
These figures do no t 
include casualties at highway cro ss­ 
ings, to trespassers o r perso ns walking 
alo ng the track, in sho ps remo te fro m 
the railro ad, o r to emplo yes no t actual­ 
ly o n duty.
